One o f the greatest stimu lants, 
he said, wo u ld be the “new war 
o n wo rld po v erty ” pro po sed by the 
President in his speech to the 
American So ciety o f Newspaper 
Edito rs. The co nceptio n is “no 
mere tin cu p charity ,” Weeks said,

It assists in improving the 
soldier's speed, agility and flexi­ 
bility so that he can handle him­ 
self more effectively in tactical op­ 
erations. It develops in the soldier 
an aggressive fighting spirit and 
the ability to think fast and real- ; 
istieally , as well as to act quickly complaining about the cold weath 
and effectively under fire.

Other

sports 
participation are the development 
of courage, leadership, self-con­ 
trol, self-reliance, self-discipline 
and the ability of working effec­ 
tively with a group. All of these 
¡qualities are essential to the do-j 
velopment of an efficient, fighting 
soldier. 
Military commanders also rec­ 
ognize that sports participation by 
personnel within their commands 
makes definite contributions for 
the development of 
morale or 
“esprit de corps” and the “will to 
win,” without which, no troops 
can accomplish their objectives. 
I’m sure an y military commander 
would welcome having a combat 
team in which every individual 
had a background of sports parti­ 
cipation.

What Has Happened 
To The Country Doctor 
John H. Lane, Jr.* 
"Assistant Professor of Rural So­ 
ciology. This work was done under 
the supervision and with the a- 
sistance of Professors Robert L. 
McNamara and Charles E. Lively. 
It is a report on the Repartment of 
Rural Sociology’s research project 
No. 25, entitled “Rural Health.” 
Note.—The terms doctor and phy­ 
sician as used in this report refer 
to the holder of an M.D. degree. 


During the period of time covrecd, 
the number of osteopathic 
physicians has increased. 
When ten-year old Johnny Car­ 
ter fell off the barn roof, his wor­ 
ried father couldn’t drive from the 
farm into the nearby village of 
Farmville for a doctor to set John­ 
ny’s broken arm. When the post­ 
man in Farmville complained of 
chills and fever his family couldn’t 
telephone the doctor for help. 
There is no doctor in Farmville, 
nor within miles of Farmville. 
It was not always like that. For­ 
ty years ago, Dr. Blank’s office 
nestled close to the village drug 
store. It was a small office without 
running water or electricity. It 
boasted no electro-cardiograph, no 
X-ray equipment, no present day 
medical facilities of any kind oth­ 
er than those which Dr. Blank 
could pack up in his little black 
bag. But Dr. Black set the broken 
bones and treated the sick in the 
Farmville of 1910, and he was a 
reassuring figure to the villagers 
and farmers within the few square 
miles of his medical domain. 
No one has taken Dr. Blank’s 
place since he died 20 years ago. 
The way it looks now, no one will. 
But Farmville is no exception. 
Rural people everywhere are fac­ 
ed with the same problem. Like 
Farmville, many small towns have 
had no doctor for a long time, 
while others are just now losing 
theirs. In other words, the country 
doctor has not disappeared over 
night. Instead he has been slowly, 
but steadily, leaving the American 
rural scene for the past forty 
years. Thirty years ago it was al­ 
ready plain to see that the auto­ 
mobile was going to have a lot to | 
do with where doctors located in 


ihe future. As farm people began 
to own cars, they found the phy­ 
sicians in larger towns were with­ 
in easy reach. The result was that 
the doctor back home began losing 
practice. He just couldn’t compete 
with the specialists located in the 
larger towns and trade centers. 
The doctor, too, has been influ­ 
enced by such things as automo­ 
biles, telephones, and better roads. 
Now he can be called more quickly 
and get there faster. He can cover 
a much larger territory and visit 
far more bed-ridden patients than 
the “horse and buggy” doctor ever 
could. Or by means of a short, 
comfortable ride in a motor car, 
many more patients than formerly 
can now be treated in the doctor’s 
office. 
Consequently, many of our vil­ 
lage doctors have moved to larger 
communities. But they have not 
been alone. A lot of other villagers 
have also been moving to the ci­ 
ties, and for about the same rea­ 
sons. Good roads and motor cars 
have brought the farmer closer to 
the advantages of the trade center. 
More and more he passes up the 
limited services of the village. We 
can see that the smaller towns 
have not only- been losing doctors, 
but they have been losing other 
services as well. Villages that forty 
years ago had five or six business 
houses may now have only one or 
two. 
For these reasons many thought­ 
ful people do not consider the loss 
of country doctors a serious prob­ 
lem. They point out that rural peo­ 
ple are coming to depend more and 
more upon towns and cities for 
more and more services of all 
kinds, including health services. 
There is probably much truth in 


this argument. 
There 
is 
little 
doubt that the concentration of 
doctors and hospitals in the cities 
is only a part of the general move­ 
ment of both people and services 
toward the economic and social 
advantages of large towns. 
Nevertheless, the problem of 
readily available medical service 
is not solved for the country 
dweller. Many poor roads are still 
in use, and telephones are no more 
plentiful in the country now than 
they were 20 years ago. Doctors 
are far apart, and many persons 
seriously ill or injured cannot 
safely make a long trip. Elderly 
people who choose to retire in 
the open country must face these 
facts. 
Many small town and farm peo­ 
ple still look upon the shortage of 
country doctors as a serious prob­ 
lem. The people of Farmville felt 


that it was a problem whan there 
was no doctor around to t il 
Johnny Carter’s broken arm, or to 
treat the village mall carrier when 
he became ill. Country people atttl 
have their day-to-day health and 
medical problems just like every* 
one else. If their need for mtdieal 
service is not being met, they do, 
indeed, face a serious health prob* 
lem.

In later y ears the horseman, who 
was Chester Harding, the world- 
famous p ortrait p ainter, ex p ressed 
amazement that Daniel Boone was 
not better known to his Missouri 
neighbors. “ I made a trip of 100 
miles for the p urp ose of p ainting 
the p ortrait of Boone,” he said. "I 
.found that the nearer I got to his 
dwelling, the less was known of 
him.” At that time, Daniel Boone 
had gained almost legendary fame 
in the rest of the United States, 
and was known ev en in Europ e a 
quarter of a century before he died.

A new —and quiet move by the 
Agriculture D epartm ent is going 
to take an extra $8 to $9 million 
out of the pockets of the farm ers 
of our country.

says this is in the public interest. 
In the course of tim e, I think we 
snail see that it is in the interest 
of only the big bank, insurance 
com panies and huge corporations 
that do their own financing.

of Federal long-term debt. 
T hreat No. 3— It w ill start a raise 
in interest on the $330 billion of 
outstanding private debt and m ake 
credit more costly and less avail­ 
able to farm ers, home buyers, small 
business, m unicipalities and bor­ 
row ers generally. 
T reasury Secretary H um phrey 
justified this new interest rate on 
the grounds that

The ideal meal is a sim ple one, 
according to the best authorities 
■ on meal planning. The m ain dish 
i usually 
contains 
a 
protein-rich 
food, usually meat, fish, cheese, 
eggs or beans, and a starchy food 
such as potatoes, rice, m acaroni, 
bread crum bs or cereal. Often one 
or more succulent vegetables or 
other foods are added to give color, 
flavor and character, such as to­ 
matoes, parsley, pim ento, carrots, 
crisp bacon, green pepper or garlic. 
Inplanning m ain-dish m eals, one 
strongly flavored food should be 
used and the other food should 
supplem ent that flavor. Only one 
starchy food is used and there 
should be some definite color, tex ­ 
tu re and form among the foods 
used, to give individuality and 


J ch aracter to the dish. The im port- 
! ance of good seasoning in the dish 
(can hardly be over-em phasized. 
A m ain-dish meal served w ith a 
salad, a ta rt fruit or a crisp veget­ 
able and a dessert m akes a three 
dish meal. W hen some special ac­ 
tivity occupies first place in the 
hom em aker’s schedule this three 


dish m eal type of dinner or supper 
is especially suitable. It is often 
used for Sunday dinner so all the 
fam ily can go to church and for 
Sunday night suppers, for buffet 
luncheons, club dinners, church or 
com m unity dinners and suppers, 
picnics and hot lunches at school. 
T hree-dish m eals are sometimes 
grouped as top-of-the-stove meals, 
oven m eals and refrigerator meals.

Mix all ingre­ 
dients except the bread crum bs 
and pour into a baking dish. Cover 
and place in the oven for about 
35 m inutes. Remove lid, add bread 
crum bs and brown. 
Chicken may be used in place of 
ham . W hite sauce or a cup of veg­ 
etable juice or puree m ay be used 
in place of mushrooms.

Whaf Has Happened 
To The Counfry Doctor 
John H. Lane, Jr.* 
Assistant Professor of Rural So­ 
ciology. This work was done under 
the supervision and with the a- 
sistance of Professors Robert L. 
McNamara and Charles E. Lively. 
It is a report on the Repartment of 
Rural Sociology’s research project 
No. 25, entitled “Rural Health.” 
Note.—The terms doctor and phy­ 
sician as used in this report refer 
to the holder of an M.D. degree. 


During the period of time covrced, 
the number of osteopathic 
physicians has increased. 
When ten-year old Johnny Car­ 
ter fell off the barn rocf, his wor­ 
ried father couldn’t drive from the 
farm into the nearby village of 
Farmville for a doctor to set John­ 
ny’s broken arm. When the post­ 
man in Farmville complained of 
chills and fever his family couldn’t 
telephone the doctor 
for help. 
There is no doctor in Farmville, 
nor within miles of Farmville. 
It was not always like that. For­ 
ty years ago, Dr. Blank’s office 
nestled close to the village drug 
store. It was a small office without 
running water or electricity. It 
boasted no electro-cardiograph, no 
X-ray equipment, no present day 
medical facilities of any kind oth­ 
er than those which Dr. Blank 
could pack up in his little black 
bag. But Dr. Black set the broken 
bones and treated the sick in the 
Farmville of 1910, and he was a 
reassuring figure to the villagers 
and farmers within the few square 
miles ol' his medical domain. 
No one has taken Dr. Blank’s 
place since he died 20 years ago. 
The way it looks now, no one will. 
But Farmville is no exception. 
Rural people everywhere are fac­ 
ed with the same problem. Like 
Farmville, many small towns have 
had no doctor for a long time, 
while others are just now losing 
theirs. In other words, the country 
doctor has not disappeared over 
night. Instead he has been slowly, 
but steadily, leaving the American 
rural scene for the past forty 
years. Thirty years ago it was al­ 
ready plain to see that the auto­ 
mobile was going to have a lot to I 
do with where doctors located in 


the future. As farm people began 
to own cars, they found the phy­ 
sicians in larger towns were with­ 
in easy reach. The result was that 
the doctor back home began losing 
practice. He just couldn’t compete 
with the specialists located in the 
larger towns and trade centers. 
The doctor, too, has been influ­ 
enced by such things as automo­ 
biles, telephones, and better roads. 
Now he can be called more quickly 
and get there faster. He can cover 
a much larger territory and visit 
far more bed-ridden patients than 
the “horse and buggy” doctor ever 
could. Or by means of a short, 
comfortable ride in a motor car, 
many more patients than formerly 
can now be treated in the doctor’s 
office. 
Consequently, many of our vil­ 
lage doctors have moved to larger 
communities. But they have not 
been alone. A lot of other villagers 
have also been moving to the ci­ 
ties, and for about the same rea­ 
sons. Good roads and motor cars 
have brought the farmer closer to 
the advantages of the trade center. 
More and more he passes up the 
limited services of the village. We 
can see that the smaller towns 
have not only been losing doctors, 
but they have been losing other 
services as well. Villages that forty 
years ago had five or six business 
houses may now have only one or 
two. 
For these reasons many thought­ 
ful people do not consider the loss 
of country doctors a serious prob­ 
lem. They point out that rural peo­ 
ple are coming to depend more and 
more upon towns and cities for 
more and more services of all 
kinds, including health services. 
There is probably much truth in 


this 
argument. 
There 
is 
little 
doubt that the concentration of 
doctors and hospitals in the cities 
is only a part of the general move­ 
ment of both people and services 
toward the economic and social 
advantages of large towns. 
Nevertheless, the problem of 
readily available medical service 
is not solved 
for the 
country 
dweller. Many poor roads are still 
in use, and telephones are no more 
plentiful in the country now than 
they were 20 years ago. Doctors 
are far apart, and many persons 
seriously ill or injured 
cannot 
safely make a long trip. Elderly 
people who choose to retire in 
the open country must face these 
facts. 
Many small town and farm peo­ 
ple still look upon the shortage of 
country doctors as a serious prob­ 
lem. The people of Farmville felt 


that it was a problem when tbcr# 
was no 
doctor around to sot 
Johnny Carter’s broken arm, or to 
treat the village mail carrier when 
he became ill.

John H. Lane, Jr.*

As farm people began 
to own cars, they found the phy­ 
sicians in larger towns were with­ 
in easy reach. The result was that 
the doctor back home began losing 
practice. He just couldn’t compete 
with the specialists located in the 
larger towns and trade centers.
